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Woman and Child 
Rescued From Blaze 



Third Floor Apartment in Ard- 

more Business Section Burned 

Out Tuesday Morning. 



USE NEW AERIAL TRUCK 



A fire of unknown origin which 
broke out in the third floor apartment 
of a business building at 12 West 
Lancaster Avenue, Ardmore, at 9:30 
A. M. Tuesday nearly resulted in the 
burning to death of a woman and 
child. 

Mrs. Robert Fisher and her three- 
year-old child, asleep in the apart- 
ment, were aroused by Frank Leins, 
an employee of the Primrose Flower 
Shop on the ground floor, just as 
the fire was threatening to cut off their 
retreat. Leins carried the child to 
safety. 

Firemen of the Merion Fire Com- 
pany of Ardmore, arriving on the 
scene shortly, brought the fire under 
control in less than half an hour. The 
blaze, which was confined entirely to 
the third floor and roof, gave the fire- 
men their first opportunity to bring 
the new aerial ladder truck into action, 
enabling them to reach the scene of 
the fire with ease. 

Traffic on Lancaster Avenue was re- 
routed by police over Ardmore and 
Cricket Avenues for an hour. Water 
damaged the offices of Dr. E. F. Hem- 
minger on the second floor and the 
Primrose Flower Shop on the first 
floor. The damage was estimated at 
$3000. 

When Leins, who acted in the role 
of rescuer, saw the proportions the 
fire had reached, he removed all rec- 
ords in the flower shop to safety. 

Mrs. Fisher's husband, Robert 
Fisher, proprietor of the flower shop, 
was in Philadelphia at the time the 
blaze was discovered. They had taken 
over the front apartment where the 
fire broke out only two days before.

A. A. Milne's Play, 'The Dover Road,' Interpreted 

by Dr. Joseph Connor at Community Club Meeting 



The treat of Tuesday's meeting of 
the Woman's Community Club of 
Narberth was the talk and dramatic 
interpretation of Dr. Joseph Connor, 
professor of public speaking and ora- 
tory of Emerson College of Oratory, 
Boston.

Then the mysterious host, Mr. Lati- 
mer, is announced. He seems to size 
the situation up in an uncanny man- 
ner. The man is already married and 
he informs them that he wishes to try 
the experiment of proving whether the 
story books are right and that if mar- 
ried they may hope for a happy end- 
ing. He will detain them as he has 
many couples who are taking the 
Dover Road for a few days and then 
if they still decide to take the fatal 
step all well and good.

STOP WILL MEAN STOP 



Another step towards control of 
traffic and the prevention of automo- 
bile accidents in Narberth was made 
this week with the erection of "Thru 
Traffic-Stop" signs at all intersections 
of Wynnewood, Essex, Narberth, Hav- 
erford and Montgomery Avenues with- 
in the borough limits. These streets 
were designated "Thru" streets by 
borough ordinance and the placing of 
the "Stop" signs will mark the begin- 
ning of its enforcement. 

The borough police officers have 
been instructed by Burgess Henry A. 
Frye to give warning tags to all drivers 
on their first violations of this ordi- 
nance. For the second offense, all vi- 
olators will receive summons to appear 
before the Burgess in the borough 
Police Court which will be held at Elm 
Hall, and will be subject to a fine of 
five dollars and costs. 

That the ordinance will be strictly 
enforced was made clear by Burgess 
Frye in the following statement: 

"More automobile accidents occurred 
in Narberth during 1929 than in the 
three previous years combined. Among 
the moves made by the borough 
authorities to deal with this situation 
was the establishment of Essex, 
Wynnewood, Narberth and Haverford 
Avenues in the borough and Mont- 
gomery Avenue on the northern bound- 
ary as 'Thru' streets. Certain inter- 
sections of these streets are not as 
busy and dangerous as others. There- 
fore the signs erected this week have 
been placed as the result of a definite 
scheme. 

"The word 'STOP' on these signs 
does not mean 'slow,' even though it 
may appear that there are no other 
vehicles in sight, and the officers have 
been instructed accordingly. The habit 
of mind which permits an automobile 
driver to say whether or not he is to 
obey regulations made for the protec- 
tion of the general public is one of the 
most frequent causes of accidents and 
the toleration of such a condition 
quickly nullifies the objective. There- 
fore the penalties of five dollars and 
costs or three days' imprisonment as 
provided by State law will be en- 
forced." 



Cool Days Continue 

Continued cool weather predomi- 
nated on the Main Line through the 
end of March, according to the report 
of U. S. Weather Observer Charles 
Decker. Six days showed a tempera- 
ture of from 4 to 13 degrees undei 
normal. Minimum temperatures of 
30 were touched on four days, 29 one 
day and 32 another. 
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Enrollment Jumps at 
Child Health Centre 



To Give Schick Tests to Deter- 
mine Diphtheria Immunity 
During April. 



The Narbcrth Child Health Centre, 
established in January, now boasts of 
an enrollment of forty-seven children. 
This represents an increase of nine- 
teen over tile total enrolled on March 
1. 

In addition to the continuance of the 
regular work during April, Schick 
tests, to determine a child's immunity 
against diphtheria will be given for 
the first time at the Xarberth Centre. 
These tests are given to children who 
have received toxin-antitoxin inocula 
tions at the Child Health Centres dur 
ing the past eight months, to definitely 
establish whether or not they are im- 
mune. Since three inoculations may 
not be sufficient, the Schick test is 
necessary to determine the child' 
condition. 

Personal notices will he sent to pai 
cuts of children who are scheduled for 
this test, and it is important that they 
report the day and hour stated in their 
notices as this may be the only oppor 
tunity that the Centre can offer. 

At the monthly meeting of the 
Board of Managers of the Xarberth 
Centre last Tuesday, the director of 
the Centre reported that forty-three 
children were in attendance during the 
month of March. The centre was 
opened four Wednesdays from 2 to 3 
1'. M. with a physician, nurse and di- 
rector in attendance at the confer- 
ences. Forty examinations were made, 
twenty-five of the children being under 
one year of age. The local volunteers

Meanwhile the re- 
mainder of us will anxiously await the announcements as to just how 
many people live in the community, county, State, nation and certain of 
the larger cities. 

Ambitious guessers have placed Lower Merion's population as high 
as 75,000 and have given Narberth 10,000 residents. There is a slight 
suspicion that these estimates are a little strong. In the last few years 
these two political subdivisions, township and borough, have been gen- 
erally given credit for having twenty-five per cent, of the population of 
Montgomery County. It will now be, of some note to find whether this 
percentage has increased. First guess would be that the figure was now 
closer to 33 per cent., but not when the tremendous growth of the Abing- 
ton-Cheltenham and Lansdale sections is taken into consideration. 

However, why speculate further? Let's wait. And insist on your 
right, as a citizen, to be counted. 



Sports at Haverford 

Haverford College continues to show a wholesome independence with 
regard to its undergraduate activities. Announcement was made this 
week that golf had become recognized as a sport by the Athletic Com- 
mittee. Probably Haverford will never come within fiftieth place of a 
national championship football team, but it will be able to mention that 
it has a cricket team and a diversification of activities seldom equalled 
by much larger colleges. A twiddlewinks tournament was a feature of 
the present semester. We sincerely trust that Haverford will continue to 
play the games for all they are worth and not to place too great a worth 
upon them. 



Optimism in Building 

Building permits for an estimated cost of $337,480 were issued 
in Lower Merion Township during March. In view of a recent notice- 
able slump in building and real estate activities, it is significant that last 
month's figure is less than $7000 under that of March, 1929. Totals 
for the first four months of 1930 as against 1929 show a larger propor- 
tion of decrease, but with an upward swing it is entirely probable the 
end of the year will show normal conditions or possibly an increase. 
These figures indicate a stability in this community that augurs for the 
safety and advisability of local investments.

Makes Many Bequests 

Gives Memorial Window to St. 

John's Church at 

Cynwyd. 



MILLION-DOLLAR ESTATE 



St. John's Church, Cynwyd, through 
the will of Mrs. Elizabeth W. M. Bow- 
man, of Merion, will receive a trust 
fund of $18,000 for a memorial window 
in the tower of the church. The will 
was probated at Norristown on Satur- 
day. 

Other bequests, disposing of the 
estate valued at $1,000,000, include 
$250,000 to the Pennsylvania Museum 
of Art; Academy of Natural Sciences 
and the Historical Society of Pennsyl- 
vania, $50,000 each; books to the Mer- 
ion Library as a memorial to General 
Bowman. Bequests of several hun- 
dred thousand dollars go to relatives, 
considerable amounts to hospitals and 
employees, and the residue to the 
Pennsylvania Museum of Art as a me- 
morial to her husband. 

Mrs. Bowman died last Monday 
night in the Women's Southern Hom- 
eopathic Hospital after a long illness. 
She was in her eightieth year. 

She was Elizabeth W. Malcolm, 
daughter of the Rev. Dr. Thomas 
Shields Malcolm. Her mother was a 
niece of Dr. James Carnahan, who was 
president of Princeton College for 
forty years. 

General Bowman, a distinguished 
soldier, former commander of the 
Pennsylvania National Guard, who 
was also a widely-known lawyer, died 
in April, 1928. "Elm Hall," the Bow- 
man home, has been in the family since 
Colonial times, it being a part of the 
farm of Roger Bowman, a contempo- 
rary of William Penn.

Pennsylvania Consumes 5 
Per Cent. World's Gasoline 



Pennsylvania is consuming nearly 
five per cent, of the world production 
of gasoline, according to W. D. An- 
derson, vice president in charge of 
exports for the Atlantic Refining Com- 
pany, who addressed the Philadelphia 
Real Estate Board recently. Exclu- 
sive of the United States and with the 
possible exception of the United King- 
dom, he said, this is more than is con- 
sumed annually by any country, or 
any continent, in the world. 

At that there are four other States 
that exceeded Pennsylvania in gaso- 
line consumption in 1929. New York 
led with a total of 1,445,000,000 gal- 
lons. California was second with 
1,253,324,000 and Illinois third with 
1,090,000,000 gallons. Ohio was a 
close fourth. In 1928 Illinois led the 
country with a total consumption of 
1,265,000,000. 

The total consumption of gasoline 
for the United States in 1929 was 15,- 
617,784,000 gallons as compared with 
13,157,744,712 in 1928. Philadelphia, 
according to Mr. Anderson, consumes 
something less than one per cent, of 
the world production of automobile 
fuel.
